George Scott 
is alive 
and well and

When no big league team would have 
him, the former Boston star went south 
of the border and won a new nickname 


as George Scott steps into the batter’s 
box, looking as big and fearsome as he 
did in those far-off days when he was 

indisputably his bag. It’s the evening of 
July 21 past. The occasion is the first in¬ 
ning of the 1981 Mexican League All- 
Star Game. Some 10,000 fans have as-
